Jennifer Fleeger, editor in chief 
of the State Hornet, asked Hirata 
for a copy of the budget and was

“Stanford said he wouldn't re- 
lease a copy. He didn’t want the 
budget to be published because 
he didn't want people to get ex- 
cited,” Fleeger said. “I explained 
that I was not asking for a copy in 
my capacity as a newsperson. As 
the editor in chief of the State 
Hornet, I wanted to see what our 
projected budget from ASI is go- 
ing to be so I could prepare to 
defend our allocation if neces-

All of the Finance Board meet 
ings to date have been closed to 
the public. Hirata has asserted 
that the meetings are suppesed 
to be closed, however, section 
200.2 of the ASI operating rules 
states, in part, “The Finance 
Board meetings shall be publicly 
announced and open.” 

The finance board's decision to 
close its meetings has not met 
with universal approval from 
other members of the board.

“I don't agree with the way the 
finance board is being handled,” 
said David Fitzhugh, director for 
the school of arts and sciences. 
“Why aren't the finance board 
meetings open? Clearly they are 
supposed to be, and yet they have 
never been announced. If you 
can’t let things out in the light, 
then what are you doing in a 
university” 

ASI Executive Director Peter 
Pursley explained the difference 
between the way the budget is 
being handled this year and how 
it has been done in the past. 

“Last year the budget was a 
product of the entire board of 
directors, who worked on it dur- 
ing open session,” Pursley said. 
“This year it was decided that a 
committee would be formed to 
make a budget proposal to the 
board rather than have everyone 
involved in ironing out the de- 
tails. 

“The decision not to release 


the information before ful! ap- 
proval isa very conservative way 
to deal with this situation, but 
that is the way they (the finance 
board) have decided to do it this 
year.” 

In general, meetings of ASI 
committees are required to be 
open except in clearly defined 
circumstances, such as those 
dealing with personnel matters 
or pending litigation. 

“While closed sessions of the 
finance committee are sometimes 
necessary for financial reasons,

such as investment planning, | 
do think that budget information 
should be made available to con- 
cerned parties,” said Ken 
Pawlowski, director for the school 
of arts and sciences. 

“We are not going to attempt to 
pass the budget in the board 
meeting today as far as I know, 
since the budget has not been 
made public yet,” he added. “I 
have ben told that there will be 
a special board meeting later in 
the week to deal with budget ap- 
proval.”

Marcos Sanchez is director of 


the College Assistance Migrant 
Program, a federally funded out- 
reach activity that assists the 
children of migrant or seasonal 
farm workers to make the trans-

CAMP’s educational equity 
program at CSUS has the au- 
thority to admit students to the 
university who might not regu- 
larly be admitted. Sanchez said 
that 43 other undocumented stu-

Sanchez said many undocu- 
mented students who apply to 
CSUS are academically eligible 
to enter universities like UC Ber- 


the high tuition costs at UC, CSU 
becomes the system of choice for 
them.“We're probably going to 
see students who would have been 
considered for admission at UC 
Berkeley and other top ranking 
schools coming to CSU schools,” 
he said. 

According to Sanchez, un- 
documented students, like other 
California residents, are eligible 
to receive Equal Opportunity 
Program grants and State Uni- 
versity Grants if they qualify 

But ifthe Alameda court rules 
these students must be charged 
out-of-state tuition, as non-resi- 
dents they will not qualify for the 
grants either 

“So their fees go up, and their 
financial aid disappears,” said 
Sanchez 

Prior to June 1985, 
mented aliens were automati- 
cally treated as non-residents 
when they applied to the Univer 
sity of C alifornia, the state uni- 
versities and community colleges, 
according to the Multicultural 
Education, Training and Advo 
cacy Inc., a non-profit national 
advocacy organization that spe- 
cializes in educational issues af- 
fecting the nation’s poor and mi- 
nority youth. 

The non-resident policy was 
based on an interpretation of 
California Education Code Sec- 
tion 68062(h), which bars any 
alien “precluded from establish- 
ing domicile under the Immigra- 
tion and Nationality Act” from 
establishing residency in Cali- 
fornia.

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al. v. Regents of the University of 
California, the Alameda Supe- 
rior Court ruled unconstitutional 
and enjoined any policy of UC or 
the state colleges precluding un- 
documented students from es- 
tablishing residency on the same 
terms as citizens.

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Students push for change in Electrical, Electronic Engineering

Electrical and electronic engineering major Syivia Costello is worried about course prerequisites for EEE 144.

Major changes in the CSUS 
electrical and electronic engi- 
neering curriculum may be forth- 
coming in response to complaints 
by EEE majors that problems in 
scheduling required courses of- 
ten delay graduation and that 
the curriculum lacks the flexibil- 
ity they need. 

Electrical and electronic engn- 
neering majors often place more 
emphasis on either the electrical 
or electronic side of their major by 
targeting major electives toward 
one side or the other. 

Some students argue that the 
programs would be improved if 
specialization were required so 
that, rather than receiving a 
Bachelor of Science in electrical 
and electronic engineering, a stu- 
dent would receive a degree in 
either electrical engineering or 
electronic engineering. 

“You probably aren’t going to 
see any major changes until about 
the fall,” engineering and com- 
puter science Dean Donald Gillott 
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told a group of nearly 30 students 
and faculty members at a meet- 
ing Wednesday. 

One concern expressed by stu- 
dents regards junior-year elec- 
tronics courses, EEE 117 and 
118 Electronic Networks land I], 
respectively. Both are currently 
core courses for electrical and 
electronic engineering majors, 
and both require labs in con- 
junction with the lecture part of 
the courses. 

According to electrical and 
electronics engineering major 
Tyrone Kneller, organizer of the 
meeting with Gillott, the labs put 
a significant strain on students 
who may not want to emphasize 
in electronics. 

“We want to make the labs 
optional,” Kneller said. “That will 
clear up (EEE) 118 for electronics 
majors.” 

Under Kneller’s proposal, the 
lab of EEE 118 would become an 
elective lab, thereby allowing 
majors with an emphasis in elec- 
tronics to fill spaces that, under

the current system, may be occu- 
pied by students with emphasis 
in other areas. Non-electronics 
students would then be able to 
take a different lab to better suit 
their own emphasis. 

The current format of the both 
the EEE 117 and 118 classes con- 
nects the three-unit lecture with 
the one-unit lab. 

According to Kneller and fellow 
electrical and electronics engi- 
neering major Alan Rudd, miss- 
ing a single lab will cause a stu- 
dent to fail the entire four-umit 
course. 

“We're not saying that we 
shouldn’t have to take electron- 
ics, that would be foolish,” said 
Kneller, who is pursuing an elec- 
trical emphasis. 

“We feel that the labs should 
be separated (from the lecture 
part of the course).” 

Students also complained the 
conflict between the suggested 
electrical and electronic engi- 
neering curriculum and the rules 
that govern Computer Assisted 
Registration. 

The current CSUS catalog rec- 
ommends that EEE majors take 
18 units in four of the eight un- 
dergraduate semesters, includ- 
ing three of four upper-division 
semesters. 

Since fall semester '91, stu- 
dents have been prohibited from 
registering for more than 17 units 
through C.A.R., forcing EEE 
majors to register for 15 units 
and then try to add classes after 
the semester begins. 

According to Kneller and Rudd, 
problems arise because courses 


with low C.A.R. enrollment are 
frequently cancelled before the 
first day of instruction, even 
though there may be enough stu- 
dents waiting to add to fill the 
course. 

Another conflict with C.A.R.’s 
scheduling parameters often 
comes up when seniors attempt 
to enroll in EEE 190A and B, 
Engineering Design, and 191A 
and B, Senior Design Project, both 
required design courses. 

The design courses are listed 
in the published schedule of 
classes as occupying a specific 
time slot. 

But according to Kneller, the 
courses do not require regular 
meetings between students and 
the faculty members overseeing 
their projects, and a more appro- 
priate entry for courses in the 
“class meets” section of the sched- 
ule would be “To Be Arranged.” 

Such a designation would free 
up the time for the students to 
enroll through C.A.R. in other 
courses that are listed in the same 
time slot. 

Graduate students were also 
present at the Wednesday meet- 
ing to protest the elimination of 
EEE 252, Power System Reli- 
ability and Planning, from the 
graduate courses being offered 
next fall for those with emphasis 
in electrical power. 

The graduate coordinator and 
committee proposed placing both 
EEE 252 and EEE 250, Analysis 
of Faulted Power Systems, on the 
fall schedule, but only EEE 250 
will be offered. 

“EEE 252 is one of the most 
important of the five courses al- 
lotted for power engineering (em- 


phasis),” Kneller said. “Ithasnot 
been offered since the fall of 
1989.” 

Although it is not necessary to 
attain a Master's in either elec- 
trical and electronic engineer- 
ing, according to Kneller, it is 
most beneficial to specialize as 
much as possible at the graduate 
level. 

Twenty-six students have 
signed a petition stating that 
they will enroll in EEE 252 
should it be offered next fall. 

According to Kneller, Gillott 
has been helpful and coopera- 
tive in attempting to resolve the 
conflicts discussed at the meet- 
ing. 

“If the resources are avail- 
able, I will do everything I can to 
support the effort to have at least 
two(graduate-level electrical and 
electronic engineering) courses 
offered each semester,” Gillott 
said. “But I cannot guarantee it.” 

Gillott said he plans to meet 
with the department graduate 
committee and faculty members 
to try to resolve the issues. 

“The problems in (the EEE) 
department aren't only the prob- 
lems you're presenting here but 
are interpersonal problems in 
the department,” Gillott told the 
students at the meeting. 

“The one thing that I insist on 
in these troubled times is that 
the impact on the students is 
minimized,” Gillott said. 

“If those conflicts of attitude 
reflect on ourcurriculum, they're 
going to be responsible for hold- 
ing upgraduations,” Knellersaid. 
“What I see as import «nt is that 
the problems get solved and 
soon.”

Public should have access to ASI budget process 


One of the greatest sources of pride for 
Associated Students officers has always been 
the large sum of money they're trusted with. 
Past leaders have boasted — or, at least their 
résumés have — that they control a $3 million 
budget, and correctly so. ASI is indeed respon- 
sible for allocating $3 million of student fees 
annually. 

Unfortunately, students don’t have much of 
a choice when it comes down to where their 
money goes. Budget recommendations are 
made by the Finance Board, then sent to the 
entire board of directors and put to a vote. 

And depending on who you listen. to, Fi- 
nance Board budget meetings are either con- 

behind closed doors or only open to 


when. 
Although ASI operating rules dictate that 
| been posted, nor have interested students 
been informed about them. 
In fact, until corrected by the executive 
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director, our ASI vice-president of finance, 
Stanford Hirata, maintained that “ail Finance 
Board deliberations are closed to the public.” 

Later, after a review of ASI operating rules, 
Hirata conceded that the meetings are open, 
after all. Can we go back and go to all those that 
have already taken place? Or should we assume 
minutes will be provided so we know what we 
missed? 

All along, Hirata has been denying students 
access to preliminary budgets. Program direc- 
tors who wanted to take a peek at their alloca- 
tions in order to prepare for today’s bc >rd meet- 
ing have been turned away. They will not get to 
see the budget until immediately before the very 
meeting where it is scheduled to be voted on. 

When a resolution is on the agenda, the pro- 
posed legislation is made available to students 
ahead of time so they can. review it before it is 
voted on. Shouldn’t the same consideration be 
made for leaders of programs who want to know 


where their organizations stand in the eyes of the. 


ASI budget gods? Should students need to speak 
out in defense of their programs, a half-hour 


before the board meeting wouldn't be sufficient 
time to prepare. Or is that the point? 

The irony is, if these Finance Board meet- 
ings are public, why isn’t the budget? Pre- 
sumably, we could go listen to the dfty-gritty 
of how the money is allocated —- we just can't 
read it in black and white. 

And why? Hirata says he doesn’t want to get 
students “too excited” over it. Heaven forbid we 
should be concerned about where our money 
goes. 

For supposedly representing students, ASI 
sure seems bent on making it as hard as 
possible for us to obtain financial information 
~- about our own activities fees, no less. We 
have better access to city, state and federal 
budgets than we do to our student government 
budget. 

Considering this board’s precedent, it’s no 
wonder incoming directors and officers are all 
promising better communication and timely 
dissemination of information to their con- 
stituents. Students would be well-served if the 
new leaders lived up to their promises.

What 
that means is that twelve students 
elected by the student body will deter- 
mine how some $1.5 million in student 
fees will be distributed for the next 
year. 

Presumably this is to be done with 
the students’ best interests in mind. 
STUDENTS PAY ATTENTION and 
let ASI know what’s in your best inter- 
est. 

Of particular concern should be the 
fact that ASI has proposed to reducethe 
State Hornet’s funding from a current 
level of $25,000 to ZERO. 

This is after nearly every candidate 
in the last election championed the is- 
sue of better informing the student body 
about ASI. 

Not only is the State Hornet the 
single greatest vehicle for getting infor- 
mation to the students, but it is also the 
single most recognized unifying aspect 
of our notorious!, apathetic campus. 
This budget allocation (or lack thereof) 
is being attributed solely to the fact that

the State Hornet ran editorial endorse- 
ments (representing the views of the six 
members of the Editorial] Board) during 
the recent elections. 

It is being claimed that the funding cut 
is to avoid an apparent conflict of interest 
between a funding source (ASI) and a pro- 
gram funded by that source (State Hornet) 
which endorsed candidates for positions in 
ASI. By reducing the level of funding to 
zero, however, it would appear that there 
was indeed a conflict. 

It was only appropriate for the State 
Hornet to endorse candidates, it was re- 
sponsible. This is a standard and expected 
aspect of journalism. 

Many respected newspapers follow the 
practice of endorsing candidates. If we 
(CSUS) are to prepare our journalism stu- 
dents for life at “real” newspapers, should 
they not have the opportunity to practice 
this valuable community service? 

Who else took the time to individually 
interview each candidate and monitor his/ 
her campaign? It is not that our student 
paper is the only one to run endorsements. 
Most of the other campus newspapers also 
endorse candidates, even though they are

funded by their student governments. 

In fact, the State Hornet is one of the 
least funded student newspaper's in the 
state. 

The State Hormet recently made 
plans to become a daily in Spring ‘93. 

This cut would virtually assure that 
that would not happen. 

In fact it could possibly result in it 
becoming a weekly (versus the current 
semi-weekly) or at least having its dis- 
tribution reduced. 

What should be of even greater con- 
cern, however, is that when funding is 
cut off based solely on content we are 
talking about censorship.

There is one 
difference between Social Distortion and 
those “other bands” they played with: Social 
Distortion is still around. 

They played at the UC Davis Campus 
last Wednesday. Opening for Social 
Distortion was the group The Best Kissers 
in the World and Pegboy. 

The hall itself was dark with people 
clad in black leather sitting on the floor 
smoking. There were even some clean-cut, 
no nose-ring and/or earring kids wandering 
around. The backdrop of the stage was 
draped with the Social Distortion logo; a 
huge skeleton in a fedora with a cigarette 
in its right hand and a cocktaii in its left.

Simpson

Just when it seemed Casey Simpson

Simpson lifted Sa> State (27-19) on his 
powerful shoulders on Sunday afternoon 
by smashing a two-out, three-run homer 
in the tenth inning of a 5-4 extra-inning 
victory over Cal State Northridge. 

Simpson, sporting an incredible 20- 
game hitting streak, lit a match to the 
team’s flickering playoff hopes after 
Friday's 10-7 loss and Saturday’s 8-7 set- 
back to the top ten Matadors (32-9-1). 

Simpson didn’t do it all by himself, 
however 

The team’s most dependable starter, 
Roland DeLaMaza(10-4) went 10 innings, 
striking out six batters and allowing just 
one hit after the fifth inning. Steve Kristy 
was the game’s other hero; he rapped out 
a solo homer in the tenth frame to secure 
the victory.

It almost seems like Scott Potthast was 
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greats as Roscoe Tanner. 

Potthast started playing at the age of 
six and was in tournaments by the time he 
was eight. He reached the peak of his 
young career when he ranked eighth in 
Canada in singles and first in doubles 
Potthast felt that at this point, that Ca- 
nadian tennis no longer held much of a 
challenge 

“I though that tennis (in Canada) was 
just not as competitive as I needed it too 
be,” he said 

With this in mind, Potthast decided to 
head to California, his original place of 
birth, where several schools were inter- 
ested in his talents. He narrowed them 
down to two schools, San Diego State 
University and Long Beach State Uni- 
versity 

With the help of his mother, he landed 
at Long Beach. Potthast contributed his 
choice to couple of other factors as well 

“I liked the coach better at Long 
Beach...plus Long Beach had never lost to 
San Diego,” he said 

Dunng Potthast’s freshman season the 
Forty Niners were ranked 20th in the 
nation in Division I. He played there for 
three years before the program was cut for 
financial reasoi.s. 

At this point he and teammate Mike 
Phipps decided they wanted to play out 
their senior year, so they settled on Sac 
State. Potthast felt he decided on Sac 
State primarily because of coach Rich 
Andrews. 

“I really liked Rich’s attitude towards 
players. He really knows when to interfere 
and when to leave you alone.” 

Potthast’s style is one that calls for 
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some hands-off coaching. He has a self 
proclaimed aggressive style of play 

“I am a pure serve and volleyer,” he 
said. “I always have been and always will 
be.” 

Sac State teammate and doubles part- 
ner Chris Evers agrees that Potthast plays 
aggressively and had this to add 

“Scott is a very intense player, plus he is 
intimidating, but he never lets those 
qualities stop him from going 100 percent 
to get the win,” said Evers 

“Off the court, though, he’s different 
Scott is one of the easiest guys to get along 
with.” 

Potthast was born in Santa Clara and 
moved to Coquitlam, Canada (near 
Vancouver) when his father died 

“We (him and his mother) moved there 
so that we could be closer to my mom's 
family,” he said 

Having lived in Canada for sixteen 
years, Potthast is a bigfan ofthat country's 
national pastime, hockey. Potthast, a fan 
ofhis hometown Vancouver Canucks, even 
played some hockey as a kid. 

“I loved to play but I quit because tennis 
had to be my first priority,” he said. 

Potthast played high school tennis in 
the nearby town of Burnaby, where he and 
his brother were a part of the No. 2 ranked 
team, Caribou Hill, in British Columbia. 

Eventhough Potthast’scareer as ateam 
tennis player is over he hopes to be playing 
for a long time to come 

“It would be a dream to play at the pro 
level, but I don’t know how realistic that 
is,” said Potthast. “For now, I will play 
some tournaments in Northern California, 
and take it from there.” 


Surge dethrowns champion 
Monarchs in London, 31-26

In the mists of their longest road trip of 
the season and a two-game losing streak, 
the Sacramento Surge came out firing and 
shot down the host London Monarchs, the 
defending World League champions, from 
the playoff picture in a 31-26 win in 
Wimbley Stadium. 

After losses to San Antonio and Bir- 
mingham on the road, the Surge (4-2) rode 
the golden arm of quarterback David Ar- 
cher to victory with four touchdown passes 
from 26, 31,45 and three yards and riddled 
the Monarch secondary for 292 yards. 

However, it took a little luck at the end 
of the first haif to solidify the victory for the 
Surge. With time running out, Archer re- 


leased a desperation pass for the endzone 
and Carl Parker. Parker, tightly covered 
by London’s Dedrick Dodge, caught the 
ball with Dodge in possession also. Parker 
fell on top of Dodge in the endzone and the 
officials ruled the ball was caught by 
Parker, touchdown and a 21-10 halftime 
lead. 

The key defensive play for the Surge 
came in the second half with the Monarchs 
facing a fourth down and one on their 28 
yard line.

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Two more men’s basketball coach candidates outline 
future plans for Sac State’s program in open forums

The nation-wide men’s bas- 
ketball coach search at Sac State 
continued on Thursday and Fri- 
day with two more candidates 
visiting the infant Division I 
campus: two Pac-10 assistant 
coaches, with a Bay Area hopeful 
and a sports jack-of-all-trades 
competing for the job. 

The candidates, Jeff Wulbrun 
and Don Newman, spent their 
entire days engaged with the ex- 
ecutive search committee meet- 
ings, the media at open forums 
and met with the team before 
leaving with some sense of the 
program. 

Wulbrun, from the University 
of California, Berkeley, has high 
expectations for the team he hopes 
to be coaching in the near future. 

“I think we can bring this team 
to .500 in three or four years,” he 
said of the team that finished 4- 
24 last season. 

Wulbrun said he would look 
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to his strength—recruiting—to 
build a decent Division I club out 
of the Hornets and look to the JC 
level for players with leadership 
skills. He hopes to eventually 
recruit exclusively from the high 
school level. Wulbrun feels that 
he could collect his talent locally. 

“There's a really good recruit- 
ing base in California,” said the 
31-year old assistant coach from 
Lou Cappanelli’s six-year pro- 
gram. “I think Sacramento has 
some good talent that we need to 
take advantage of.” 

As for Newman, a three-year 
assistant coach from Washington 
State, he is the only candidate 
who has spent time as a player in 
the pro ranks: 17 games with the 
Boston Celtics in 1980, three 
seasons in the Continental Bas- 
ketball Association, one season 
with the NFL's Seattle Seahawks 
and four seasons in the Canadian 
Football League. 

“The one thing that I can bring 
to this program is a view from 
both sides of the fence, as a player 
andacoach,” said Newman. “Asa 
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player, I was very intense, and I 
hope to bring that intensity and 
knowledge to Sac State.” 

As for his experience in the 
coaching ranks, Newman started 
out in the high schools as an as- 
sistant football coach and head 
basketball coach at Lewiston 
and Moscow (Idaho) High Schools 
before moving on to Washington 
State as a graduate assistant in 
1987. 

“I am the right man for this 
job,” said Newman. “This program 
is what] call a sleeping giant, and 
I feel that this is the perfect op- 
portunity for me to put my sig- 
nature on a Division I program.” 

After graduating with a 
Master's in education in 1988 at 
WSU, he became a full-time as- 
sistant for Kelvin Sampson. He 
earned his bachelor’s in physical 
education, with an emphasis on 
coaching from the University of 
Idaho in 1987. 

“Besides my family, the most 
important accomplishment that 
I've done is to get those two pieces 
of paper on my wall,” said 


Newman. 

At Washington State, Newman 
worked at the recruitment of 
players into the program and 
advised them in academic and 
drug programs at the school in 
the off-season. 

“The academic and the drug 
programs arv one of the things 
that Ill implement into the pro- 
gram, so that the players that 
come through the program with a 
degree and a better sense of 
themselves as a person,” he said. 

As for recruitment, Newman 
knows that it will take a chang- 
ing of the school’s basketball im- 
age and a relentless effort for 
local talent in the high schools 
and the junior colleges. 

“At Pullman, you can travel 60 
to 80 miles in every direction and 
not get a very good recruitment 
base. Here atSacramento, I could 
get into my car with a full tank of 
gas and get a very strong base for 
the school,” Newman said. 

“Another thing that has to be 
done for recruitment is to change 
the image of the school in the high 
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school coaches’ eyes. We should 
be able to get these coaches to tell 
their players te stay home and 
play for Sacramento State.” 

As part of the building process 
for Wulbrun, he acknowledges 
that at first he will have to adjust 
his game plan to the team’s 
strengths. 

After he recruits to “his tastes,” 
however, he has some ideas about 
the way he wants to run the of- 
fense. 

“Simplicity and execution,” 
said Wulbrun. “With that theory 
and use of the the three-point 
shot, I would have my kind of 
offense.” 

In a different direction, 
Newman said that his team would 
also model his style of play. 

“This will be a very fast and 
scrappy team. When there is a 
loose ball on the court, I will want 
four or five Hornet playersgetting 
floor burns to get that ball,” he 
said with a smile. 

After May 4th, one or the other 
may have a smile on his face, 
when the final decision is made.
